New Publications Released During December 1991 


Census 86 — Australia's One Parent Families ($12.50) 


Examines the numbers and growth of one parent families; the demographic 
characteristics of family members, such as age, sex and marital status; and their social 
and economic characteristics, including religion, education, labour force participation 
and housing. Comparisons with couple families with dependent children are provided. 


Deaths, Victoria, 1990 ($14.00) 


Contains statistics on deaths registered showing sex, age, other characteristics and cause 
of death, classified according to the World Health Organisation’s International 
Classification of Diseases, Also contains crude and age specific death rates, life 
expectancy and statistics of infant deaths and perinatal deaths, 


Demography, Western Australia, 1990 ($25.00) 


Contains data on population estimates and projections, births, deaths, marriages and 
divorces, overseas arrrivals and departures, Information relating to statistical local areas 
and Aboriginal people will be included. 


Deaths, Western Australia, 1990 ($14.00) 


Provides information on deaths by sex, age, marital status, country of birth, occupation 
and place of usual residence; on life expectancy; on cause of death by sex and age, 
and details of foetal, neonatal and perinatal deaths. 


Australian National Accounts: Multifactor Productivity, 1989-90 ($15.00) 


Presents annual indexes (base year 1984-85 =100) and average annual growth rates 
over growth-cycle periods of estimates of multifactor productivity for the market and 
non-farm market sectors of the Australian economy. Also included are comparable 
indexes of gross product per hour worked and per unit of capital. 


Information Paper: Labour Force Status and Other Characteristics of Migrants, Australia 
— Unit Record File on Magnetic Tape, September 1990 


Provides information about the availability of a magnetic tape containing unit record 
data from the September 1990 Labour Force Status and Other Characteristics of 
Migrants Survey. The file is available on magnetic tape and floppy disk under certain 
conditions of sale. Subject to the limitations of sample size and the data classifications 
used, it is possible for users to manipulate the data, produce tabulations and undertake 
statistical analyses to their own specification. Results for this survey were published in 
Labour Force Status and Other Characteristics of Migrants, Australia, September 1990 
(6250.0). 


Summary of Crops, Western Australia, 1990-91 Season ($20.00) 


Contains a combination of information of ‘Crops and Pastures’, ‘Fruit’ and 
‘Agricultural Land Use and Selected Inputs’.

Includes dwelling type, nature of occupancy, movement patterns of households, 
problems of current dwelling, weekly housing costs and annual houschold income.
